Art Rejections: 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in— 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 
122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection 
of a national application published under section 122 (b) 
only if the international application designating the 
United States was published under Article 21(2) (a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be 
deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) . 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Miloslavksy , U.S. pat. No. 6,418,146. 

Miloslavsky discloses a system and method for enabling a 
wireless device to obtain service from a network server via a 
wireless connection comprising: 
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a) a service broker component (40, fig. 1) for directing a user 
service request or call from the wireless device (2 9, fig. 1) to 
a given server (19, fig. 1), and returning the information sent 
by the server to the wireless device ( see col 7, line 51 - col 
8, line 16 ) , 

b) an adapter (23, fig. 2) that is connected to wireless device 
adapts the protocol used in the wireless connection (WAP) to the 
rest of the (IP) network, wherein the adapter also comprises 
software for authenticating the users and for connecting the 
server (19, fig. 2) to process the requested service from the 
wireless device ( see col 8, lines 43-67 and col 9, line 62 - col 
10, line 19 ) . 

Per claim 4, it is noted that WAP packets are smaller than 
IP packets. 

Per claim 6, it is also noted that the web browser on the 
wireless device acts like a service broker for sending 
application-level requests/commands to the wireless adapter (see 
col 2, lines 52-67 ) . 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in 
this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
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such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 
therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 9-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Miloslavsky , in view of Fletcher et al, U.S. 
Statutory Invention Registration No. H1921. 

Miloslavsky discloses a method for processing a call from a 
wireless device comprising: 

a) initiating a call or connection request over a provided 
wireless communication link ( see col 11, lines 44-51 ) , 

b) performing authentication of the parties ( col 11, lines 56- 
65) , 

c) directing a call to a service broker and/or an wireless 
adaptor of the system ( col 12, lines 6-12 ) , 

d) adapting the protocol used in the wireless connection to the 



rest of the IP network ( col 12, lines 43-63 ) , 
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e) finding a server and directing the call the server on behalf 
of the wireless device ( col 12, lines 30-42 ) , 

f) sending a reply information from the server to the wireless 
device via the service broker ( see col 13, lines 1-7 ) . 

Miloslavsky does not teach using an object request broker 
(ORB) at the wireless device. The use of ORB technology, e.g., 
CORBA compliant objects, in network communications is well known 
in the art as disclosed by Fletcher ( see Fletcher's col 3, lines 
52-66 and col 9, lines 16-65 ) . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize Fletcher's ORB 
in Miloslavsky ' s wireless device because it would have enabled 
the wireless device and/or application to be readily adapted to 
any wireless protocols and standards ( see Fletcher's col 2, 
lines 65-67 ) . 

It is noted that the combined teachings of Miloslavsky and 
Fletcher encompass all limitations cited in dependent claims 10- 
22 .
